Pheasard and Stansling 
travelled to Nova Scotia 
several days in advance of 
the festivities, in order to 
take in a rare opportunity 
to be a tourist. 

Both said they liked 
what they saw — at the 
powwow and elsewhere. 

“For First Nations 
people, the reality is, par¬ 
ticularly out west, discrimi¬ 
nation ... and we heard that 
it exists here, like any oth¬ 
er typical city,” said 
Pheasard. 

“But we haven’t experi¬ 
enced (discrimination) 
here,” Stansling quickly 
added. “Eveiyone has treat¬ 
ed us with respect 
eveiywhere we went.”

Vets ready for review 

Ex-seamen dust off uniforms for Queen's visit 


George McLeod spends 
most Fridays on board 
HMCS Sackville sharing 
war stories over lunch 
with some of his navy 
buddies. 

The group of retired sea¬ 
men, many in their 80s 
and 90s, meet in the ship’s 
mess once a week to remi¬ 
nisce on their military 
service and tell visitors 
about the only remaining 
Second World War 
corvette.

PM says no 
to nixing tax 
incentives 

oil industry Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper reject¬ 
ed advice from his officials 
to eliminate tax incentives 
for the oil patch on a 
weekend that saw the 
world’s most powerful 
leaders disdain fresh 
attempts to combat 
climate change in favour 
of fighting deepening 
deficits. 

The G20 countries prom¬ 
ised at their last meeting 
in Pittsburgh to examine 
where governments were 
subsidizing fossil fuel con¬ 
sumption and production 
and then move to 
eliminate those subsidies. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s told fellow lead¬ 
ers in a letter last week 
that he wanted to see his 
summit colleagues make 
progress on the issue. 

But the entire G20 opted 
to do little on fossil fuel 
subsidies and pay lip serv¬ 
ice to the issue of climate 
change that had seized 
centre stage of these sum¬ 
mits for much of this 
decade up until last year's 
recession. The Department 
of Finance recommended 
over the spring that Harp¬ 
er lead by example and get 
rid of tax incentives that 
encourage production.

North Korea balks at UN talks 


sinking North Korea said 
yesterday it has rejected a 
proposal by the American- 
led UN Command to hold 
military talks on the dead¬ 
ly sinking of a South Kore¬ 
an warship blamed on Py¬ 
ongyang. 

The UN Command, 
which oversees the 
armistice that ended the 
three-year Korean War in 
1953, has launched an in¬ 
vestigation of the sinking. 


A separate team of inter¬ 
national investigators con¬ 
cluded last month that 
North Korea torpedoed the 
warship Cheonan near the 
tense Korean sea border. 
North Korea denied the al¬ 
legation and has warned 
any punishment would 
trigger war. Details of the 
UN Command’s probe 
have not been released. 

North Korea said yester¬ 
day the UN Command’s 


armistice commission has 
sent it a message calling for 
general-level talks to in¬ 
form the North of the re¬ 
sults of its investigation. 

“The U.S. imperialists”

Interim government scores 
major victory in Kyrgyzstan 


asia The interim leaders of 
Kyrgyzstan said voters ap¬ 
proved a new constitution 
yesterday that will allow 
the Central Asian nation to 
form a legitimate govern¬ 
ment after months of tur¬ 
moil. President Roza Otun- 
bayeva called the referen¬ 
dum a success, saying it 
took place without inci¬ 
dent and paved the way for 
holding parliamentary 
elections in October. 

The vote came just 
weeks after rampages 
against minority Uzbeks in 
southern Kyrgyzstan killed 
as many as 2,000 people 
and forced 400,000 ethnic 
Uzbeks to temporarily flee. 

With just more than 14 
per cent of all precincts 
counted, the Central Elec¬ 
tion Commission said more 
than 62 per cent voted for 
the new constitution to on¬ 
ly seven per cent against it.

/O Election Com¬ 
mission reported that near¬ 
ly three-quarters of voters 
supported the new constitu¬ 
tion. 

“We have passed the 
new constitution for our 
republic,” Otunbayeva said 
at a news conference. “It 
will not be an interim but 
a legal and legitimate gov¬ 
ernment ... we are leaving 
the word interim behind.”

— was seen as an important 
step on the road to democ¬

A tropical depression 
slamming into parts of 
Mexico isn’t taking aim at 
the massive Gulf oil spill 
— for now — though any 
system can quickly change 
course and send cleanup 
efforts grinding to a halt. 

The logistics of contain¬ 
ing the oil spewing into 
the Gulf of Mexico are 
mind-boggling even in ide¬ 
al conditions.

CRA employees waste work time: Reports 


Some Canada Revenue 
Agency workers have been 
spending far too much 
time browsing the Internet 
and sending offensive 
emails — and not enough 
time collecting taxes. 

Internal reports show an 
average of 85 employees a 
year are disciplined for 
wasting their work days 
surfing the web, setting up 
sports pools, sending chain 
letters, promoting “illegal 
substances,” sharing offen¬ 
sive cartoons and running 
pyramid schemes. 

“[One] employee browsed 
the Internet an average of 
three hours and 32 minutes 
per day,” says one investiga¬ 
tion report from last July, or 
about half the shift. 

“He installed four unau¬ 
thorized software (pro¬ 
grams) on his workstation.” 

Managers at the Canada 
Revenue Agency were le¬ 
nient in their undisclosed 
discipline of the employee 
because of his “good per¬ 
formance” — even though 
it was a second offence, says 
the report. 

A year earlier, the same 
worker had been caught 
browsing the Internet an 
average of two hours and

ously cited instances in 
which CRA workers leaked 
confidential information to 
a British Columbia gang, 
and to a website that al¬ 
legedly exposed details of 
the private tax affairs of for¬ 
mer sports celebrities such 
as Liberal MP Ken Dryden. 

25 minutes each day. 

Another employee — 
found to be web-surfing an 
average of 83 minutes a day 
— was also given lenient 
treatment in view of his “re¬ 
morsefulness.” 

The reports also show 
hundreds of “unaccept¬ 
able” emails in workers’ ac¬ 
counts, though the precise 
content is never de¬ 
scribed. However, 
many are re¬ 
ferred to as per¬ 
taining to 
“union busi¬ 

ness.” 

These and other 
records outlining for¬ 
bidden cyber-behaviour at 
the Canada Revenue 
Agency were obtained by 
The Canadian Press under 


the Access to Information 
Act. Information about dis- 
ciplinaiy measures was cen¬ 
sored in the documents, 
which also do not disclose 
names. 

The Canadian Press also 
reported last week that 
agency employees have also 
been caught reading confi¬ 
dential tax files of ex-spous¬ 
es, family members, credi¬ 
tors and others without au¬ 
thorization. 

Officials uncovered an av¬ 
erage of 29 of these more 
serious cases each year — 
including one instance in 
which a female employee 
downloaded 37,500 emails 
and 776 documents onto 
personal CDs. 

The investigation into 
that case continues.

Canadians living in big 
cities enjoy a high quality 
of Life, but a new report 
suggests that may change 
if key sustainability issues 
are not quickly and effec¬ 
tively addressed. 

The Sustainable Cities 
Challenge in Canada — 
conducted by GlobeScan 
and commissioned by 
Siemens Canada and the 
David Suzuki Foundation 
— polled experts across 
the nation on what the 
problems are, and how 
they should be rectified. 

We spoke to the presi¬ 
dent of Siemans Canada on 
what can be done. 

Here are some of the key 
findings: 


TRANSPORTATION 

What's the problem? 

The report says decision 
making is fragmented, and 
projects can be deferred — 
or even dropped — during 
election years. 

What's the solution? 

“We see that there are 
bigger cities lacking good 
rail-based solutions, for ex¬ 
ample, between airports 
and city centres,” says 
Roland Aurich, president 
and CEO of Siemans Cana¬ 
da Ltd. “We have a long 
debate in Canada about 
high-speed rail. There is 
not yet a solution.” 


WATER QUALITY 

What's the problem? 

Infrastructure is old and 
crumbling, a problem that 
will only worsen if com¬ 
prehensive rebuilding and 
expansion not undertaken. 

What's the solution? 

“First of all, we need to 
make sure we invest in our 
aging infrastructure,” Au¬ 
rich notes. “In some cases, 
we see that the clear water 
which is produced doesn’t 
come to the consumer. 
The second issue is to 
make sure that we also 
maintain and create capac¬ 
ity and quality.” 


URBAN SPRAWL 

What's the problem? 

Cities expand to cover 
huge amounts of new 
land, but land-use and in¬ 
frastructure concerns are 
not always properly ad¬ 
dressed. 

What's the solution? 

“Our theory — and we 
see this happening more 
and more in practice — is 
that you have an environ¬ 
mental view of sustainable 
solutions, you install trans¬ 
portation systems, you 
have a good social security 
system in the city, people 
enjoy that life.”

Richard's wife Stephanie 
even handled the 
bookkeeping in the early 
stages of the business's 
operation. 

In 1961, National 
Radiators opened a second 
location in Dartmouth on 
Wyse Road. This location 
was run by one of Richard's 
brothers and was later 
managed by Mike 
Clairmonte, who was with 
the company for 38 years 
and has since retired. 

One of the people 
currently working at the 
Dartmouth shop is Steve 
Peveril, a cousin of Richard's 
who has over 30 years of 
experience in rebuilding and 
repairing industrial radiators.

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Fans remember King of Pop

Michael Jackson fans the 
world over paused to re¬ 
member the man they 
called the King of Pop with 
songs, dances and prayers 
on the first anniversary of 
his death, a day Jackson's 
father marked by filing a 
wrongful-death lawsuit 
against the doctor charged 
with giving his son a lethal 
dose of sedatives. 

In Japan, hundreds of 
people lighted candles in 
Jackson’s memory. In the 
Los Angeles suburb of Glen¬ 
dale, thousands filed silent¬ 
ly through the gates of For¬ 
est Lawn Cemeteiy, where 
Jackson’s body is entombed 
in the mausoleum. Some of 
them released white doves 
while others wept softly. 

“He’s been my idol all my 
life since I can remember. I 
feel like I haven’t had clo¬ 
sure,” said Erick 
Dominguez, who travelled 
more than 100 kilometres 
to pay respects. As he 
spoke, the 37-year-old sales 
representative, his eyes 
hidden by sunglasses, be¬ 
gan to weep. 


Several of Jackson’s rela¬ 
tives visited the mau¬ 
soleum, which was off lim¬ 
its to the public. Brother 
Tito shook hands with fans 
as he arrived, and brother 
Jermaine rolled down a 
window and waved as the 
family left in a fleet of luxu- 


iy vehicles. 

In Jackson’s hometown 
of Gary, Ind., Jackson’s 
mother, Katherine, un¬ 
veiled a monument in the 
front yard of the modest 
home where her children 
grew up. 

“This past year has been 



very hard on the family,” 
she said. “If it wasn’t for 
the help of all of you, we 
wouldn’t have made it 
through.” 

Jackson died 
June 25, 2009, at 
age 50, just be¬ 
fore he was to 
begin a come¬ 
back tour. Dr. 

Conrad Murray 
has pleaded not 
guilty to felony 
involuntary 
manslaughter in 
his death. Authori¬ 
ties say Murray pro¬ 
vided the entertainer 
with a mix of sedatives x 
— including the powerful 
anesthetic propofol — that 
killed him. 

As Jackson fans every- 
where grieved, the enter¬ 
tainer’s father, Joe Jackson, 
filed suit against Murray in 
federal court in Los Ange¬ 
les. 

The complaint, which 
seeks more than $75,000, 
accuses Murray of profes¬ 
sional negligence and con¬ 
tends the physician tried to 


conceal 

his administration of 
propofol after Jackson’s 
death. Propofol is normally 
administered only in hos¬ 
pital settings. Murray had 
been providing it to help 
him sleep after the physi¬ 
cally grueling rehearsals 
for his comeback. 

Murray attorney Charles 
Peclcham said in a state¬ 


ment he expected his 
client’s innocence to be 
“proven in a court of law.” 
clcson’s father is al- 
) fighting with his 
son’s estate, seeking 
more than $15,000 
a month. As Jack¬ 
son’s father went 
1 to court in Los 
| Angeles, tributes 
to his son unfold- 
1 ed around the 
world. 

One of the 
more raucous ones 
took place at Jack¬ 
son’s star in front of 
Grauman’s Chinese 
Theatre on the Holly¬ 
wood Walk of Fame. Fans 
blasted his music and 
danced energetically to the 
delight of tourists and 
passers-by on the crowded 
sidewalk. Many of the 
dancers were dressed as 
the King of Pop himself, 
wearing sequined gloves, 
black shirts and pants, 
white sox, black loafers 
and snappy looking Fedo¬ 
ras.

death by dedicating a can¬ 
cer-research foundation in 
her name. 

Alana Stewart, Ryan 
O’Neal, Tatum O’Neal and 
Redmond O’Neal were 
among guests at an inti¬ 
mate gathering Friday at 
the new offices of the Far¬ 
rah Fawcett Foundation, 
which funds alternative 


cancer research and treat¬ 
ment methods and aims to 
improve the quality of life 
of those with the disease. 

Fawcett, the Charlie’s An¬ 
gels star who detailed her 
battle with anal cancer in 
the 2009 documentary, Far¬ 
rah’ s Story, died at 62 on 
June 25, 2009. 

Stewart said Fawcett 
started her namesake foun¬ 
dation during her own 
struggle with cancer, and 


Stewart was determined to 
keep her friend’s efforts 
alive. 

“If I can help carry on Far¬ 
rah’s mission for the foun¬ 
dation, it’s an honour for 
me,” Stewart said.
